Will Be Largest 'Breaker. 


The new ice-breaker, which is to 
be built by the Canadian Marine De- 
partment, will be the largest in the 
world.

The Government has 
adopted the policy of having all such 
vessels constructed in Canada, and at 
present two big dredges are being 
built at Collingwood, a lighthouse 
and buoy boat at Toronto and a fish- 
ery protective boat at Sorel, for use 
on Lake Manitoba. 

Violation by foreign fishermen of 
fishing regulations on the Pacific 
Coast has caused the protective fleet 
to be increased and there have been 
suggestions to utilize the Niobe and 
Rainbow for that service, 


Impure Linseed Oil. 


A bulletin on the analysis of lin- 
seed oil has just been issued by Dom- 
inion Analyst McGill. In this ho 
states that detection of adulterants 
owing to their diverse character is far 
from a simple matter. He advises 
that large buyers ot linseed oil, both 
boiled and raw, insist on a specifica- 
tion of the article being produced. 
Adulterants are found to be rosin oil, 
hydro-carbons, and fish oils, cotton 
seed oil and soya bean oil. 

Out of 53 samples tested 36 were 
found genuine, 10 of doubtful gen- 
uineness, and*seven adulterated. 

Of six or seven samples recently 
gathered in Toronto not one was 
found to be pure,

What Happens When Dignitaries For- 
get Themselves. 

It is not often that heads of na- 
; tions forget themselves, but when 
they do there is considerable trouble 
in the international family, Even di- 
plomatists, who are supposed to know 
| how to hold their tongues in several 
languages, make these mistakes 
sometimes, Considerable bitter feel- 
ing was caused between the United 
States and ourselves by an indiscre- 
tion of Lord Sackville, when British 
Ambassador at Washington—an in- 
| discretion which cost him his official 
position, 

A Presidential election was then 
raging in the republic with its usual 
| fury and Lord Sackville was led into 
giving his opinion to a correspon- 
dent, who asked his advice as to 
which candidate to vote for. Unfor- 
tunately, the seemingly innocent 
seeker of advice turned out to be a 
Smart newspaper man, and the indis- 
cretion of the ambassador received 
full publicity. The United States were 
very angry indeed; and Lord Salis- 
bury was compelled to withdraw Lord 
Sackville. 

No less a person than the late Mr. 


Gladstone, in an after-dinner speech 


at Newcastle-on-Tyne, made an un- 
fortunate reference “of which,” 
Lord Morley says in his biography of 
the great Liberal leader, ‘“‘he was de- 
stined never to hear the last.” Speak- 
ing on the great struggle between the 
Northern and Southern States of Am- 
erica, the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer—as he then was — remarked 
that Mr. Jefferson Davis, President 
of the Confederate States, had “made 
a nation.” The sensation caused was 
immediate and profound. The United 
States Ambassador hinted at asking 
for his passports; and the English 
Foreign Secretary had to explain 
away his impulsive colleague’s mis- 
take. Mr, Gladstone in 1896, said: 
“My offence was indeed not only a 
mistake, but ono of incredible gross- 
ness.”’ 

The sensation caused then, how- 
ever, was nothing to that which fol- 
lowed Mr, Gladstone’s declaration on 
&@ memorable occasion, that “it was 
impossible to place one’s finger on 
\ any spot on the map and say ‘There 
Austria did good’.”’ This utterance of 


a British Prime Minister naturally 
made Europe sit up and take notice; 
and eventually the Premier made a 
graceful 
Power. 

When Sir Wenry Lytton-Bulwer 
was Ambassador at Madrid he réceiv- 
ed a confidential despatch from his 
Home Government, which cont:ined 
the words: “I uave to instruct you 
earnestly to recommend to the Span- 
ish Government, if you have an op- 
portunity of doing so, the adoption cf 
a legal and constitutional form of 
Government in Spain.” 

By some error of judgment, the 
ambassador so far exceeded his in- 
structions as to communicate the 
terms of his despatch to some of tho 
Opposition newspapers. The haughty 
Spaniards were simply furious, and 
practically expelled Sir Henry from 
‘Spain. Diplomatic relations between 
the two countries were broken off; 
and it was not until two years had 
elapsed that—owirg to the mediation 
of ths King of the Belgians—another 
British Ambassador appeared in 
Madrid. 

The late Lord Salisbury was anoth- 
er British statesmen who grieviously 
offended the Dons by an incautious 
allusion, made at the end of the Span- 
ish-American War, to ‘‘the dying na- 
tions.””’ The Spaniards. had their re- 
venge during the dark days of the 
struggle in South Africa, when, after 
a saddening British reverse, an ironi- 
cal telegram from Madrid to the Brit- 
ish Premier reac: ‘‘The dying nations 
salute you,” :

Death of Two Men Never Born. 


English lawyers recently celebrated 
the death by legal process of two men 
who never lived. They first appear on 
the stage of history in the reign of 
Edward III., called into existence by 
a clause in Magna Charta. They were 
the two witnesses demanded by law 
as testators to the truth of the evi- 
dence adduced. They throve so well 
upon the atmosphere of the courts 
that they were never to be seen or 
heard outside their precincts, They 
were the fictitio is litigants in innum- 
erable writs of ejectment, for they 
functioned as the ghosts of possessor 
and ejector, and it was not till Oct. 
24, 1852, that Parliament was able 
to ‘lay’ those two ghostly litigants, 
John Doe, plaintiff, and Richard Roe, 
defendant.

>PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


The Cold Bath, 

If you do not feel warm after 
a cold bath you had better not 
take it, for it Is dving you no 
good. It isa mistuke to get into 
a bath by standing in the cold 
water and hesitating before tak- 
ing the plunge, for this drives 
the blood up toward the head 
and is likely to cause congestion 
of the blood vessels of the 
throat. The best way is to stand 
in an empty bathtub and turn 
on the shower, so that the cold 
water wifl strike the bead and 
shoulders first. 

If there is not a shower appa- 
ratus, souse the bead and neck 
first with a sponge or duck the 
head under water; then get in 
and plunge the whole body un- 
der as quickly as possible. An- 
other mistake is to stuy in too 
long. Generally speaking, one 
plunge is enongh. After the bath 
rub the skin briskly with rough 
towels, te belp in the return of 
the surface circulation. Vigor- 
ous exercise is also good after a 


LATEST DEATH TEST. 


Based Upon the Action of Fluorescine 
Upon the Blood. 

A remarkable new method of testing 
absolutely whether a dead person is 
really dead and thus avyiding the pos- 
sibility of premature burial, just an- 
nounced by Dr. leard of Marseilles, 
bas been received with great interest 
by his colleagues in Paris. 

Dr. Ieard’s system depends on the 
question whether the blood is still in 
circulation or not and consists of a 
small subcutaneous injection of a 
small quantity of fluorescine, which is 
quite barmless, but one of the most 
violent coloring matters known. 

If there be the slightest motion of 
the blood the fiterescine, carried 
around the body, stains it a vivid gold- 
en yellow, while the eyes become a 
deep emerald green. If. on the other 
band, there is no movement of the 
blood the coloring matter is not dis- 
persed and produces uo effect. Half 
an bour is stated to be enough to make 
this test. 

The laity, while duly impressed by 
this neat method, are asking wheiuer 
persons who are slive and undergo the 
dyeing process and who later recover 
will lose the golden yellow tint, and 
ihe green eyes, which, as Dr. Ilcard de 
scribes them, “are transformed into su- 
perb emeralds, set like jewels in their 
sockets.” 

It may be added, however, that flu- 
orescine is one of the most transitory 
dyes known.—Paris Cor, Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


MECHANICAL EXHIBITS. 


The New Idea Is “Try it Yourself” In- 
stead of “Hands Off.” 

“Try It Yourself,” instead of “Hands 
Off” is proving to be such a success 
for the motto of a musenm that ao 
enormous one to be run on this prin- 
ciple is to be built at Munich. Thou- 
sands’ of machines wi!l be so arranged 
that any person who wisbes—even 
boys and girls—may turn a lever or 
touch a button and so start an electric 
motor running a pump or a machine 
tool drilling a hole into a block of 
steel. 

The idea has been well tested and 
found to be practical, In the present 
industrial museum «at Munich about 
half of the great number of machines 
on exhibition are arranged so that vis- 
{tors may run them without assist- 
ance. ‘Automatic attachments are pro- 
vided so that no injury can come to 
the machines; in. fact. in most in- 
stances all the visitor is allowed to do 
is to press the button to start the 
wheels moving. 

Tt fascination of controlling power 
is enough to draw great numbers of 
people to the museum and to make the 
erection of a much larger and more 
ambitious exhibition worth while.— 
Saturday Evening Post. 

Cooking With Cold, 

That meat can be cooked by extreme 
cold as well as by extreme beat is the 
contention of a German investigator. 
He has taken the familinr phenomenon 
that extreme cold seems to the touch 
like extreme heat and applied it to 
meats: His tests buve revealed the 
fact that a temperature of G0 degrees 
below zero, F., seems to do the best, 
and be contends that mest cooked in 
this way is equal to meat cooked with 
heat. He recommends, however, that 
the meat be kept in tizhtly sealed jars 
after being cooked with cold.

Dairy Division. 
Larger Yields per Cow. 


During these short winter days 
when many cows are dry, and the 
cows that are milking are not giving 
very much, would it not be wise to 
lay plans for improvement of the 
dairy herd? Seeing that the average 
household consumes a fair quantity 
of milk daily all through winter, 
and seeing that the ice cream trade 
is not by any means dead during the 
cold months, is it not a pity that 
there is not more good milk and 
sweet cream available? Current 
prices and good demand should prove 
an inducement to a larger number 
of producers to go in more strongly 
for winter dairying. 

Some of the variations in yields 
are very marked; itisa common thi- 
ng month after month tofind groups 
of cows in four adjacent sections av- 
eraging one hundred pounds of milk 
difference, for instance, from 450 
by even stages of 100 up to 750 
pounds. Many of these poor cows 
could easily be giving, under better 
conditions of feed and care; anoth- 
er three or four pounds of fat each | 


per month; after a year or two at] - 


cow testing the herds will probably 
average, as many already have done, 
teaetetep | considerably more of an increase 
than that, even as much as forty or 
forty five pounds in the year extra 
per cow. Those farmers who desire 
increases are invited to write to the 
Dairy Commissioner, Ottawa, to as- 
certain what assistance is given by 
the department of agriculture in or- 
ganizing cow testing associations. 


“The Hog the Mortgage 
Payer.” 


In these days of the high cost of food 
and especially of meat, when the packers 
are despairing of the meat supply and the 
price of flesh food is proceeding steadily 
upward, farmers would do well to pay 
heed to a section of Samuel W. Allerton’s 
book on ‘‘Practical Farming,’’ entitled, 
‘The Hog the Mortgage Payer.’’ 

Mr. Allerton says that thisis what the 
hog is known as on Illinois farms and he 
believes that it-is an eminently correct 
designation. He gives much pratical ad- 
vice regarding the successful raising of 
hogs and pointe out that the only serious 
obstacle to success is hog cholera. 

But this may be avoided by proper 
feeding of the animal, his idea being that | 
cholera is produced by overfeeding of corn. 
He therefore advises ground barley as a 
change of feed, and also suggests, in ord- 
er to prevent the spread of the disease.in 
case any animal upon a farm should be- 
come infected with it, that hog coops be 
constructed and scattered over the farm 
80 that infection may be confined to as 
few of the animals as possible and the 
loss minimized, e. 

Mr, Aljerton shows that by proper 
care hog raising is notexpensive, and. it 
is unnecessary to point out that in these 
times of high prices it brings large returns. 
He shows, in addition, that besides the 
direct value of hog breeding in tlie pro- 
fit of the 4 als themselves, hogs great- 
ly enrich ¢
